Thom as M. Green, 
age 
seventy 
years, well k nown Rushviile citizen, 
who was identified with Hie best in­ 
terests of the community for alm ost a 
half century, died at his home, 316 
E ast F ifth street, this m orning 
a t 
7 :20 oYhx'k . 


Mr. Green’s condition lias 
been 
critical for the pa st few » week s 
and 
members of his family and his close 
friends k new it was only the « jues- 
tion of a few week s until th« * 
end 
•ame. He underwent an operation for 
gall st« » nes and gall bladder trouble 
last summer, following a decline in 
health, but improved afte rw a rd s and 
it was tbought that we would recov­ 
er. The expected improvement « lid 
not develop, however, and it 
was 
found that he was suffering with c a n­ 
cer, which -ultimately 
caused 
his 
death. 


The deceased w as a native of this 
county, and was born at Milroy, S ep­ 
tember 16, 1853, the son of S a m u e l^ 
nd Elizabeth (M cKee) 
Green He 
lived « upon a farm in this count}* u n­ 
til lie was 18 years old, at which age 
he entered Indiana S tate University. 
At this college he pursued his stu- 
li« *- for two years a nd then entered 
as a student in the law office of John 
V. Holman in Indianapolis. Ill health 
forced him to return to the fa rm 
in 
this county, a f te r eighteen m onths 
>pent in preparation for the 
legal 
orofession, but in a few m onths 
he 
» nee n^ re attem pted his chosen work . 
He na s later adm itted to the Rush 
w nty bar. and entered the law of- 
i 
*■>!’ 
n*id ^» "'il- 
’ Gon of h:s 
c ~ 1 
1, 
ontinuanee as a lawyer, and in two 
vears he was compelled to give up his 
herished ambition for the time being. 
He accordingly interested him self 
n the stove and tinw are business and 
n 1879 formed a partnership 
with 
M. C. Kitchen, and for four yea rs 
‘his business firm was in existence in 
this city. 
Mr. Green, was alw ays active as a 
mditieal w ork er in tlie Republican 
rank s, once serving a s county c ha ir­ 
man, and in 1886 lie was elected 
on 
rhat tick et as a representative from 
Rush county to the sta te legislature. 
He w as elected as county clerk , and 
served t.wo terms from 189 2 
until 
189 6, and 189 6 until 19 00. 
Since that time he had been 
on- 
gage« l actively in the legal business 
and for fifteen years was a p a rtne r 
in the firm of W atson, Tifsw orth and 
Green. (A fter the dissolution of the 
partnership in 19 15, Air. Green r e ­ 
tained offices in the Miller L aw build­ 
ing, where the legal firm was founded 
and he shared the suite of rooms with 
his form er partner, John A. 
Tits- 
worth, and son, Russell Titsw orth. 
Mr. Green for a num ber of years 
ha- been serving as county attorney, 
and was acting in that ca pacity 
at 
the time of his death. 
H« * was a pri» minent member of the 
First United 
P resb yterian 
church, 
c om e r of 
Seventh 
and 
H a rrison 
street, and had served as su perin­ 
tendent of the S ab b ath school 
for1 
several terms. He had been on 
the 
vgrious church boards *for years, 
was an elder and a very active and 
energetic su pporter of the church. 
Mr. Green w as a director of the 
Rushviile N ational bank for 
m any 
years. D uring the w ar, he was one of 
the most active work ers and served 
a s chairm an of the» County Council 
of Defense. In tha t capacity, he d i­ 
rected much of the volunteer 
w ar 
work of the county ami had charge 
o^ m anv cam paigns to raise 
w ar 
funds. Mr. Green w as also a direc­ 
tor of the Riley M emorial hospital 
and chairm an of the Riley hospital 
cam paign in this county. lie was a 
director of the Peoples N a tu ral Gas 
com pany of this eitv. 
The deceased w as a m an of gre a t 
literary ta ste s and w as prom inently 
identified with movements of 
this 
elm racer. He w as a m em ber of 
the 
library board and one of its sta u nc h 
supoorters. He was

This 
measure is taken, Mr. Williams ex­ 
plained, to protect roads from cut­ 
ting in thaw -,>eiiods because unre­ 
stricted hauling ruins surfaces aud 
inflicts 
damages 
totalling 
many 
thousands of dollars. 
Maintenance 
licld men have posted warning signs 
calling attention to gross weight ol 
trucks aud busses, and highway of- 
iicials apf>ealed to the public to < o- 
operate by exercising judgment with 
heavy hauling in such trying periods. 
Williams pointed lout that good roads 
of the state system are a public in­ 
vestment, and that everyone should 
he interested in keeping them up to a 
high standard. In cases ot willful 
violation field men of the depart­ 
ment are instructed to arre>t offend­ 
ers.

Shuster and Epstein’s store are now 
located. It spread rapidly 
to the 
tavern and everyone in town turner 
out to fight the flames. 
“In those days,” said Mr. Glore 
“we did not have the modern fire 
fighting apparatus that we have to 
day and the bucket brigade did al 
the work. Not much headway eoult 
be made wifch water and they went 
over to Doc. Posey’s store and got 
a large quautity of sorgum molas 
ses and poured it on the flames. It 
had about the same effect as chem 
icais do—smothered them'.’ 
Fighting fire nowadays with sor 
gum would be 
exj>ensive business 
but Mr. Glore said that sorgum was 
only ten cents a gallon then and 
about all of the available supply was 
used in attempting to extinguish the 
ffre.

New York, Feb. 2—With any one 
but Jack Dempsey doing it, the ten 
dency of a heavyweight champion to 
get into the social business might be 
looked upon as the beginning of the 
end. 


Being picked up and petted by so­ 
ciety, as Deinpsey was, while idling 
around the fashionable Florida w a ­ 
tering places, would not only get the 
average boxer’s mind off his business 
but wou^l cultivate iu him an intense 
dislike fo r his business. 
No champion ean remain a cham­ 
pion long w'hen the gets to disliking 
the game, because it takes more than 
the desire for money to encourage 
him to train and keep in condition. 
Dempsey can do the social 
stuff 
without being hurt, because he will 
not do it too long. He is of such a 
restless, wandering disposition that 
he c a n ’t remain long enough in one 
place to cultivate dangerous associa­ 
tion and habits. 
The heavyweight champion, more 
than any other champion of the day, 
is proud of the title as champion, al­ 
though he does not like to be known 
as a prize fighter. It is that pride 
that will keep him going for a long 
time, because he will keep himself 
in condition ju st as long 
as 
he 
wants to retain his championship. 
Dempsey more closely resembles 
the old fighters, who got more pleas­ 
ure out of the glory of the title than 
in the money derived from it, than 
any of the other current champions. 


It ean be argued of course, that 
Dempsey ought to treasure his 
title 
because it is of such value 
to him, 
but Dempsey showed a natural liking 
for the game when he w as fight inn 
his way up from the bottom, and he 
still shows a love for fighting when 
he is in the ring. 


So fa r Dempsey h as t^ikcn good 
care of himself. He is getting toward 


the age where he will “fill up” eas­ 
ier, unless he keeps constantly 
in 
training. When Dempsey is not fight­ 
ing, lie gets only in print when he is 
dancing or entertaining at some con­ 
spicuous place. Eyebrows are 
then 
lifted and it is remarked: “Ah, 
at 
la s t! There he goes! 
When Dempsey is working daily in 
light training it is not a m atter of 
news ¡because that is something 
of 
routine. When he starts to do things 
to get himself out of shape, it will 
be new’S. 
There must be some outlet for the 
youth and vigor that Dempsey pos­ 
sesses, and his outlet is very mild. 
He is taking good care of himself and 
he is sm art enough to know, from ex­ 
amples of the past, that} there is on­ 
ly one way to stay in shape. 


Dempsey has done a lot of good 
missionary* work for boxing. Since 
becoming the champion, he has done 
nothing to discredit the game 
or 
h inis elf. Petty, little things, like the 
demands of his manager for huge 
purses, have been held up 
against 


him, but they were brought up for 
malicious purposes. 


Dempsey likes to meet people and 


get around. He takes a keen delight 
in showing those whose ways 
never 


lead near the ring that a heavyweight 
champion can be very ordinary, re­ 


fined and sociable person.

Orean Snider, who was in jail on 


T charge 
of 
false pretences, es- 


caped late Friday afternoon and was 
•captured within an hour under 
a 


barn in a field between the I. & C. 
trac-tion line and the 
Counersville 


pike just east of Rushviile. 


Snider pried the lock on his cell 


door loose and walked out the kit- 
chen door. Mrs. S. L. Hunt, wife of 
the sheriff who was alone, heard the 
door ;<J»se- and -discovered that- Siu:, 
der had gone, but did not see him 
after he left the jail. 


She natified the sheriff who made 


circuit of the .city, but failed to lo- 
cate Snider. 


In the meantime, Chief of Police 


Blackburn -and Divk Smith, city pa- 
trolman, who arrested Snider the 
first of the week, took up the search, 
as Sheriff Hunt had to drive to Mos- 
cow to serve a court summons. 


The city police found 
Snider's 


tracks leading to the fence hack of 
the jail and saw where he leaped 
the fence and started east up the al- 
ley. 


They found that a man had been 


seen going south in Perkins' street 
from the jail. It is thought that he 
went ii]) the race bank to 
Second 


street. This was the trail the police 
followed. 


When they reached Second street, 


they inquired of Amos Stevens, 
a 


straw baler, who has| a barn at Sec- 
ond street and1 (he race. Stevens had 
recalled seeing a. man not long be- 
fore, but said that he disappeared. 


The police found tracks 
leading 


into the field north of the road 
and 


followed them to a barn not 
far 


away. 


Close- iiispi'cton sliowil fresh fin- 


ger prints in (lie dust under the barn, 
indicating that a man had 
lately 


crawled under at that point. 


Chief of Police Blackburn drew his 


gun and remarked to Stevens, who 
was standing nearly- that, it 
was 


dark -under the barn so that he could 
not sec anything, so he would shoot. 
"Don't shoot. Don't shoot. I'll come 
out right away." 


These -Were the words that cajne 


from under IlipMiani before the .chief 
had a chance to shoot, and soon Sni- 
der .cainc crawling out. 


He was locked securely in a cell 


on the second iiooi' today, the sheriff 
having purchased a new special jail 
lock that can't lie broken. 


Snider broke an iron bar from his 


;r-ot to break the lock on his cell. The 
door to the .cell room w;-.s unlocked 
and he stole down stairs and into 
the basement, first attempting to get 
out through the coal window. Finding 
it locked he came hack up to the 
first floor and went out the kitchen 
door. 


Snider has been in trouble 
fre- 


quently during the past few years. 
On the affidavit 'on :w3iieh he is now 
h'eld, Snider is accused by Walter E. 
Smith • of having made false state- 
ments regarding the ownership of an 
automobile in order to obtain a loan 
of $23.

Actively .Identified With Business, 


Professional And Social Life of 


Community a Half Century 


HAD HELD MANY POSITIONS 


Was County Clerk, State Represen- 


tative; County Attorney—Took 


Part in Public Enterprises 


Thomas M. Green, age seventy 


years, well known' Rushviile citizen, 
who was identified with the best in- 
terests of the community for almost a 
half .century, died at his home, 316 
East Fifth street, this morning' at 
7:20 o'clock. 


Mr. Green's condition 'has 
been 


critical for the past few 'weeks and 
members of his family and his close 
friends knew it was only the ques- 
tion of a few weeks until the end 
came. He underwent an operation for 
gall stones and gall bladder trouble 
last summer,' following a decline in 
health, but improved afterwards and 
it was thought that we would recov- 
er. The expected improvement did 
hot develop, however, and it 
was 


found that he .was suffering with can- 
cer; which ultimately 'caused 
hi3 


death.

The deceased was a native of this 


-county, and was born at Milroy, Sep- 
tember 16, 1853, the son of SamneL, 
and Elizabeth (MeKee) Green He 
lived upon a farm in this .county un- 
til he .was 18 years old, atj which age 
he entered Indiana State University. 


At this 'college he pursued his stu- 


dies for two years' and then entered 
as a student in the law office of John 
A. Holman in Indianapolis. Ill health 
forced him to return to the farm in 
this county, after eighteen > months 
spent in preparation for the legal 
orofession, bat in a few months he 
race n\re attempted his. chosen work.

. Mr. Green, was always active as a 
political worker in the Republican 
ranks, once serving as county chair- 
man, 
and in 1886 he was elected on 


that ticket as a representative from 
Rush county to the state legislature. 
He was elected as county clerk, and 
served two terms from 1892 
until 


T896, and 1896 until 1900. 


Since that time he had been en- 


snged actively in the legal business 
and for fifteen years was a partner 
in the firm of Watson, Titsworth and 
Green. 'After the dissolution of the 
' 


partnership in 1915, Mr. Green re- 
tained oflices in the Miller Law build- 
ing, where the legal firm was founded 
and lie shared the suite of rooms with 
his former partner, John A. Tits- 
worth, and son, Russell Titsworth. 


Mr. Green for a number of years 


has been serving as county attorney, 
and was a-cting in that capacity 
at 


the time of his death. 


He was a prominent member of the. 


First United Presbyterian church 
corner of Seventh and Harrison 
street, and had served as superin- 
tendent of the Sabbath school foi1 
several terms. Be had been on the 
various church boards !for years, 
was an elder and a very active and 
energetic supporter of the church. 


Mr. Green was a director of the 


Rushviile National bank for many 
years. During the war, he was one of 
the most iaetive workers and served 
as chairman of the» County Council 
of Defense. In that capacity, he di- 
rected much of the volunteer 
war 


work of the .county and had .charge 
of, many campaigns to raise war 
funds. Mr. Green was also a direc- 
tor of the Riley Memorial hospital 
and chairman of the Riley hospital 
campaign in this county. He was a 
director of the Peoples Natural Gas 
company of! this city. 


The deceased was a man of great 


literary tastes and was prominently ' 
identified with movements of 
this.

Dempsey was, while idling 
around the-fashioua'blc Florida wa- 
tering, places, would not only get the 
average boxer's mind off 'his business 
bat' wonlg cultivate in him an intense 
.dislike for his business. 


No champion can remain a cham- 


pion longf when ihe gets to,disliking 
the game, because it takes more than 
the desire for money .to encourage 
him to train and keep in condition. 


• Dempsay can do the social stuff 
without iming* hurt, because he will 
not do! it'too, long. Be'is of such a 
restless, iwandering disposition 'that 
fie can't remain long enough in one 
place'to cultivate dangerous associa- 
tion and habits. 


The heavyweight champion, more 


than any. other champion of the day, 
is proud of the title as champion, al- 
though he does not like, to be known 
as a prize fighter. It is that pride 
that will keep him going for a long 
time, because he will keep himself 
in. condition just as long as he 
wants to retain his championship. 
. Dempsey more 'closely resembles 
the old flgiiters, who got more pleas- 
ure oat of the glory of the title than 
in the money derived from it, than 
any of the other current ichampions. 


It pan be argued of course, that 


Dempsey ought, to treasure his title 
because it is of such value to him, 
but Dempsey showed a natural liking 
for the, game when he was, fighting 
his way up from the bottom, and lie 
still shows a love for fighting 'when 
•he is in the ring. 


So far Dempsey Jias t^ken good 


eare of himself. He is getting toward 


the age where he will "fill up" eas- 
ier, unless he keeps'constantly in 
training. When Dempsey is not fight- 
ing, he gets only in print when he is 
dancing or entertaining at some con- 
spicuous plaice. Eyebrows are then 
lifted and it is remarked: "Ah, at 
last! There lie goes! 


When Dempsey- is working daily in 


light training it is not a matter of 
news 'because that is something of 
routine. When he starts to do things 
to get .himself oat of shape, it will 
be news. 
* 


There mast be some outlet for the 


youth and" vigor that Dempsey pos- 
sesses, and his outlet is, very mild. 
He is taking good care of himself and 
be is smart enough to know, from ex- 
amples of the past, thai there is on- 
ly one .way to stay in shape. 


Dempsey has done a lot of good 


missionary work for boxing. Sinee 
becoming the champion, he has done 
jiothinp to discredit tile game 
or 


himself. Petty, little things, like the 
demands of his manager for huge 
purses, have been held up against 
him, but they were brought up for 
malicious purposes. 


Dempsey likes to meet people and 


get around. He takes a .keen .delight 
in showing those whose ways never 
lead near the ring that a heavyweight 
champion ca,n be very ordinary, re- 
fined and sociable person.
